The greater part of Mr. Stephens’ 
letter is, however, devoted toa denun-~ 
ciation of the Potter movement. He 
declares it to be one-sided; be insiste 
throughout that Mr. Hale should have 
been permitted to mould it as he wish- 
ed. What are the facts? Mr. Potter 
and the demccratic majority cffered to 
adopt the Hale amendment as a sepa- 
rate resolution. Owing to the nature 
of Mr. Potter’s preambles it could not 
be added to his resolutions. One call- 
ed for an inquiry into accomplished 
trauds which changed the electoral 
vote ; the other into mere attempts at 
fraud which resulted in nothing.

This resolution was adopted, the 
democrats voting for it. Our dispatches 
of yesterday show that the committee 
have already had the question of ex- 
tending the investigation to Oregon 
under consideration. The committee 
has all the power tbat it could have 
hed under the Hale amendment, for 
which Mr. Stephens 89 strenuously con- 
tended. This power was granted on 
the twenty-second instant. On the 
thirtieth Mr. Stephens says he looks 
‘upon the whole of this proceeding, 
conducted as it was, conducted as it has 
been, as most unwise, most unfortunate 
and mcst mischievour.” And yet he 
practicaily got all that he wanted. 

We regret that Mr. Stephens has 
taken the stand that he has. It was 
certainly unnecessary. He has won, it 
is true, a whirlwind of applause from 
the republicans, but he is very much 
mistaken if he thinks that his c>urss on 
this question will be approved it G >or- 
gia. If chere are a dczen democrats in 
the state who are not in favor of a thor- 
ough investigation of the frauds com- 
mitted in connection with the counting 
of the electoral votes of Florida and 
Louisiana, we do not know where to 
find them. No one wants to get Hayes 
out of cflice, but ail want the whole 
truth of tbe electoral count, to the end 
that a repetition of euch an outrage may 
be made impossible, and the safety of 
the country eecured for all time to 
come. Ard the people of Georgia are 
not afraid to commit the inquiry to the 
men that constitute the select commits 
tee. There is not a hair in Mr. Potter 
or Mr. Morrison’s head that is not law- 
abiding, cautious and conservative, and 
Mr. Stephens will find that he cannot 
bring uch men into contempt by pre-~ 
dicting that their work will prove 
“either a contemptible farce or a hor- 
rible tragedy.” He should have 
waited, for he says he is not in fayor 
of defeating the investigation of fraud 
of any kind.

We declare, therefore, and the universal tes. 
timony will bear us out, that from the execu- 
tive mansion down to very near Captain W. D. 
Grant’s, the air is absolutely impregnated with 
the filth. Ip the,houses onthe west side of 
Peachtree and back of that street, the stench is 
simply sickening end unbearable. It is easily 
detected in the alr during the day, but at night, 
and especially a still night, is so offensive that 
the people have to actually put down their win- 
dows to keep out the diegusting ojor. There 
is no exaggeration in this. It is the simple aud 
horribie trath. We do not believe that there is 
any part of the city, or any part of any other 
city, that so imperatively demands instant and 
positive relief as this one. The ailter- 
aative is very simple.
